School Fire Safety Conference Slated in September 


Recent school fires have directed the nation’s 
attention to the need for absolute safety in our 
educational institutions. The AIA has recog- 
nized the problem and after several confer- 
ences on the subject has scheduled a National 
School Fire Safety Conference for September 
of this year. 

Suggested overall conference topics include: 
means of minimizing human error in fire emer- 
gencies, minimizing of fire hazards in school 
buildings, enforcement procedures of manda- 
tory regulations, and the effective dissemina- 
tion of the best information on these subjects to 
the nation’s 48,000 school districts. Falling un- 
der these categories are such matters as plan- 
ning and designs of buildings, materials and 
equipment, code requirements, fire detection 
and warning methods, fire control, and human 
behaviour. 


The conference was announced at a recent 
AIA meeting presided over by AIA 2nd Vice- 
president Henry L, Wright who stated that the 
major emphasis would be on human safety. He 
Pointed out that while there has been no loss 
of life from fires in school buildings completed 
since World War II, constant attention must be 
given to the best ways of incorporating new 
materials and construction methods into new 
schools so they may be as fire-safe as possible 
while still providing an environment conducive 
to learning. 


Wright also stated that as a result of the Chi- 
cago fire in which many lives were lost, many 
local officials are now leaning over backwards 
and imposing unreasonable and frequently ex- 
cessive requirements which radically affect the 
design and costs of school buildings.

A. What state agency is responsible for state 
construction? 

B. How are the architects selected? 

C. What method of providing architectural 
services is used? 

D. What form of contract between state and 
architect is used? 

E. What fee schedules are used? 

Procedures vary greatly as before but it is 
still gratifying to note that most state construc- 
tion work is done by private architects, Twenty- 
nine states engsyge private architects for all 
nine states engage private architects for all 
but minor projects.
